WILMINGTON - The Board of Selectmen 
voted unanimously to support the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection’s (DEP) efforts 
to transfer its authority for oversight of the 
investigation and remediation of the conta- 


minated Olin site to the federally regulated 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA). 

The Board had originally considered the 
matter during its June 27, 2005 meeting, 
but tabled the decision pending a recom- 
mendation from Town Counsel Paul 
DeReénsis. The recommendation provided 


by DeRensis agreed that transferring 
supervision to EPA was the best of the 
available options. 

Robert Cianciarulo of the EPA, Stephen 
Johnson of the PEP and Christopher Pyott 
of the DEP appeared before the Board to

BOSTON As previously 
reported in the Town Crier, the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Conservation & Recreation 
(DCR) and the Town of 
Wilmington have announced 
their collaboration on a series 
of projects to improve water 
quality in Silver Lake, a prime 
recreational resource in 
Wilmington. The project is one 
of nine demonstration projects 
funded through a Targeted 
Watersheds grant from the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA), aimedat restor- 
ing the Ipswich River. 

According to a representative 
from the Wilmington Board of 
Health, Silver Lake has been 
degraded by polluted stormwa- 
ter runoff, which flows over 
paved surfaces and through the 
storm drain system directly 
into the lake. Oyer the past five 
years; the Wilmington Board of 
Health has had to close the 
town beach at least once each 
season because of high bacteria 
counts. 

The Silver Lake demonstra- 
tion projects will showcase 
“low-impact development” 
(LID) techniques designed to 
reduce runoff and provide some 
treatment of stormwater before 
it enters the lake. Design plans 
for the Silver Lake project are 
currently being developed by 
GeoSyntec Consultants of 
Acton, and are expected to be 


complete by the end of the sum- 
mer. Construction will begin 
after the prime beach season 
ends in September. 

A public meeting is planned 
for Tuesday, July 26th at 7:00 
p.m. at Wilmington Town Hall 
to present the design plan for 
the projects. A brochure 
explaining the project will also 
be mailed to all Wilmington 


Water Department customers - 


with their July water bills. 
“Stormwater recharge is a key 
element of the state’s new 
Water Policy,” said Stephen 
Pritchard, Massachusetts 
Secretary of Environmental 
Affairs. “This grant partner- 
ship offers an opportunity to 
demonstrate the benefits of 
low-impact development tech- 
niques, which not only reduce 
runoff, but also promote 
stormwater recharge.” 
“Decreased — runoff and 
increased recharge are really 
two sides of the same coin,” 
explained Robert W. Varney, 
regional administrator of EPA’s 
New England office. “The 
Targeted Watershed grant pro- 
vides an opportunity to see how 
LID techniques can help valued 
recreational resources like 
Silver Lake and highly stressed 
rivers like the Ipswich River.” 
According to DCR project 
manager Sara Cohen, LID tech- 
niques to be installed around 
Silver Lake include “bioreten-

tion cells” and “rain gardens,” 
which are landscaped areas 
that use special soils and plant- 
ings to retain and filter 
stormwater. Rain gardens will 
be installed near the street 
edge on selected properties 
along Silver Lake Avenue and 
Dexter Street, two streets that 
currently drain directly to the 


lake. Bioretention cells will be- 


constructed in the town beach 
parking lot. The parking lot 
itself will be reconstructed 
using two types of porous 
paving materials, which allow 
stormwater to sink into the 
ground, reducing pollution from 
surface runoff, while promoting 
groundwater recharge. 

Another project element con- 
sists of the replacement of a 
stormawater pipe at the town 
beach with a vegetated swale, 
which will both filter and infil- 
trate” runoff -and* eliminate 
goose habitat. Goose droppings 
on the lawn have been identi- 
fied as a likely source of bacte- 
ria that has led to beach clos- 
ings in the past. Elimination of 
the geese habitat is‘expected to 
eliminate the droppings. 

Lastly, the project will incor- 
porate a “pocket wetland,” 
which is a small area with 
water-loving plants to filter 
runoff as it enters the lake at 
the base of Silver Lake Avenue. 

“We are delighted to partner 
with DCR and EPA on this pro- 
ject,” said Jamie Magaldi, 
Assistant Public Works 
Superintendent in Wilmington. 
“It enables us to revitalize a 
high-profile area of town. 
Residents will notice a big 
improvement in the appearance 
of the beach parking lot, which 
will include plantings that will 
have the dual function of filter- 
ing runoff and looking attrac- 
tive.”

“Nosey” Nancy Clark

Before computers, mechanics 
would turn to Damey for 
answers, 

Forrest Dame's career as a 
mechanic lasted for nearly 80 
years. He started working on 
cars in high school, and opened 
a garage after graduating, 
about 1926.

For the past 16 years Jay 
Keane has battled fires and 
saved lives as a captain of the 
Somerville Fire Department 
Now the 43-year-old 
Wilmington resident has taken 
on a second job with basically 
the same call of duty. 

dust -reeently, Keane. was 
appointed the new varsity girls 
basketball coach at Wilmington 
High School. About a month 
ago, the school’s athletic direc- 
tor Ed Harrison and school’s 
principal Eric Tracy named 
Keane the program’s sixth 
coach since 1992, but it didn’t 
become official until this past 
week after the proper paper- 
work was completed. 

Keane takes over for Al 
Duffett, who resigned in May 
due to personal reasons after 
three seasons amid constant 
controversy. 

The program has struggled 
mightily in the win-loss column 
over the past decade, with just 
five teams qualifying for the 
state tournament since 1992, 
with just two posting one post- 
season victory. The program 
hasn’t had a winning record 
since the 1998-’99 season and 
finished 9-11 last year missing 
the tournament by one victory. 

With five coaches come and 
gone in the past 13 years includ- 
ing Keane becoming the fourth 
since the entire program vacat- 
ed the Merrimack Valley 
Conference and jumped to the 
Cape Ann League, the new guy 
hopes he can save this dying 
program. 

“I hope to bring the same 
qualities the boys program has 
which made them successful,” 
said Keane. “Like pride and 
tradition. That’s something the 
(girls) program hasn't had. If 
you look around the gymnasi- 
um, there's not one flag or one 
achievement for the girls bas- 
ketball program, even way 
back to the days in the 
Merrimack Valley. We want to 
bring this program to a new 
level. If the girls work together 
and work hard, good things will 
come.” 

Keane grew up in Somerville 
and attended St. Mary’s High 
School in Lynn. He was one of 
the captains on the boys bas- 
ketball team which went to the 
Division 3 North sectional final 
in his senior year 1980. 
Keane was a forward on that 
team that lost to Cathedral 
High. 

From there, Keane attended 
Framingham State College for 
a year before becoming a fire- 
fighter. Prior to that he got his 
first coaching job with current 
WHS boys basketball coach Jim 
McCune. 


“When you grow up in 
Somerville and you play sports, 
you get to know everyone,” said 
Keane. “I knew Jimmy and his 
brothers and in the mid~80s, 
Jimmy asked me to help him 
oul when he was the head 
coach at St. Clement’s. Since 
then we've been together.” 

In 1985, Keane was an assis- 
tant coach for. McCune, who 
took the St. Clement’s team to 
the Division 3 North final. Then 
in 1989, McCune became the 
head coach at WHS and asked 
Keane came on board as the 
boys freshman coach from 1994 
to 1997, and then from 2003 to 
2008 

“The first time I did it for four 
years and | stopped because I 
had ll children and didn’t 
have as much time,” said 
Keane, who is married to his 
wife Christine and has two chil- 
dren, Amanda, a seventh grad- 
er and Kevin, a fourth grader. 
“I still went to a lot of the boys 
games. 

“Mark Antonelli and Jeff 
Arciero were the freshmen 
coaches after me and when Jeff 
told Jimmy he could no longer 
do it, Jimmy called me and 
asked me back and I was glad 
to jump right back at it.” 

During that time Keane has 
had great success at the fresh- 
men level. During his span the 
teams have a combined 69-17 
record against Cape Ann 
League teams, including one 
team going 17-1 losing their last 
regular season game to North 
Andover. 

Besides teaching the funda- 
mentals of basketball and 
grooming the freshmen to 
become”future varsity players; 
Keane has was one of the many 
coaches who helped scout for 
McCune, when the teams got 
ready for the state tournament. 
Being aside probably the most 
successful high school coach at 
WHS in McCune was something 
that Harrison really liked in 
Keane. 

“Jay is a great acquisition for 
the sports program,” said 
Harrison. “He’s been in the sys- 
tem and he’s been a part of the 
Wilmington family for quite 
some time now. He was part of 
one of our strongest programs. 
He does the way things have 
been done around here and we 
think it’s a step in the right 
direction with him as the new 
girls coach. I know he'll do a 
great job. 

“He's so excited about taking 
on this challenge. I think he 
brings a lot to the table and will 
do a lot for this girls program.” 

One of the appealing aspects 
about Keane is his personality. 
McCune and Harrison have

answer questions. 

Board members were most 
concerned that delays and set- 
backs to the ongoing remedia- 
tion of the site could potentially 
oecur during the transition of 
authority from one agency to 
the other. The representatives 
assured the Board that they 
would share information and 
that DEP would remain 
involved to some extent, but 
they did not gloss over the 
potential for near-term set- 
backs. Cianciarulo stated that 
it was most likely that they 
would take a step back before 
taking two forward. 

Transfer of authority to EPA 
would result in the placing of 
the Olin site on the EPA's 
National Priority List (NPL) as 
a Superfund site. There are 
currently 27 NPL Superfund 
sites in Massachusetts, includ- 
ing the Rocco's Landfill in 
Tewksbury. A contaminated 
site must be nominated to the 
NPL, but Cianciarulo, Johnson, 
and Pyott all expressed confi- 
dence that Olin would be listed. 

Selectman Suzanne Sullivan 
was concerned with the current 
budget problems associated 
with the Superfund program. 

“The Superfund program has 
been slashed and no new money 
has been pat into the program 
for quite some time,” Sullivan 


said. “Would the EPA step in 
and with funding if needed?” 

Johnson answered Sullivan's 
question from DEP’s perspec- 
tive. 

“It’s safe to say that the state 
wouldn’t step in to fund a multi- 
million dollar clean-up,” 
Johnson said. “We just don’t 
have the funds. EPA is set up 
to take care of the worst sce- 
narios.” 

The next step in the process 
for transfer of authority 
includes a 60-day comment 
pericd. The Town will likely be 
notified early in 2006 whether 
the site has been placed on the 
NPL. 

The Olin site was classified as 
a Tier 1A Disposal Site on 
September 20, 1994 as the result 
of the discharging of waste- 
water to unlined lagoons and 
ditches by previous property 
owners over a period of many 
years. Tier 1A Sites are over- 
seen by the DEP and a piece of 
land is categorized as such only 
if it possesses contaminants 
that impact a town’s water sup- 
ply. 

The Olin property’ in 
Wilmington consists of 53 acres, 
but the estimated limits of con- 
taminant migration appear to 
nearly double that- area, 
extending as far as Chestnut 
Street. A small portion of the 
site overlaps the Maple 


Meadow Landfill and a small 
portion runs into Woburn by the 
Municipal Landfill. 

In 1953 a chemical manufac- 
turing facility was constructed 
at Olin’s current location on 
Eames Street and was subse- 
quently owned and operated by 
at least three different compa- 
nies prior to Olin’s purchase of 
the property in 1980. 

The facility primarily manu- 
factured chemical blowing 
agents, stabilizers, antioxidants 
and other specialty chemicals 
for the rubber and plastics 
industry and generated liquid 
waste which was disposed of 
onsite. 

Wastewater was not the only 
form of contamination intro- 
duced to the site. Drums con- 
taining organic chemicals were 
buried on the property and 
there are reports of spills of 
leaks of various chemicals. 

Massachusetts General Law 
21E was'enacted in 1983 ahd in 
the Olin property was first list- 
ed a _ Location to Be 
Investigated by the DEP in 
1987. Olin applied for a Waiver 
of Approvals, which was grant- 
ed by the DEP in 1989 and clas- 
sified the property as a Non- 
Priority Site. It was believed at 
that time that any contami- 
nants were contained to the 
property and had no impact on 
the town water supply.

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Kevin Caira: Continuing a family tradition with the Order of the 
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Sons of Italy in America 


Wilmington’s 
favorite Son

Keeping the family and :cul- 
tural traditions has a whole 
new meaning in Wilmington's 
Caira family where Kevin Caira 
is the second generation of the 
family to serve as Staite 
President of the Grand Lodge 
of Massachusetts of the Order 
of the Sons of Italy in America 
(OSIA). 

Caira's father, the late Alda, 
Sr., was the state president for 
the maximum two terms from 
1969 to 1973. He then went on to 
become president of the nation- 
al organization from 1978-'83. 

Kevin, now in his second 
two-year term as state presi- 
dent, also served as president 
of  Wilmington's Angelo 
Giuseppe Roncalli Lodge 
Number-2183. That lodge was 
formed by his mother, Laura. 

Keeping to family tradition, 
brother Aldo, Jr. is now the 
president of the Wilmington 
Lodge. Also counted in that 
lodge's membership are: a 
brother, Michael, who is 
Wilmington's Town Manager; 


brother, Ken, who travels from 
New Hampshire to attend 
meetings and functions; and 
their sister, Michele Nortonen, 
who also serves as a State 
Trustee for the Grand Lodge. 

“The two influential people 
who got me to join the Order 
were my mother and father,” 
Caira proudly stated. 

He and wife Cheryl (Lumb) 
are continuing in the family 
tradition by educating their 
two children - Amy, 12 and 
David, 10 - in the values and 
heritage of their Italian cul- 
ture, 

“We're doing what my folks 
did with me,” Kevin Caira said, 
“taking them to picnics and 
cookouts with the Sons of Italy. 
One of the biggest things the 
Order of the Sons of Italy does 
is to run family events.” 

Caira has been an OSIA 
member for 32 years. He first 
joined Winchester's Junior 
Lodge at the age of 12. 

At 18 he transferred to his 
family's Lodge in Wilmington. 
Once there, he started working 
his way through the various 
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offices, starting as the 
Sergeant-at-Arms. 

After serving-as president 
of Lodge 2183 for five years, he 
made the decision to run for 
state office and became a 
trustee. He eventually became 
second and first vice-president 
before being elected for his 
first term as president in 2003. 

During. his first term as 
president the Grand Lodge of 
Massachusetts, celebrated its 
ninetieth birthday. The Lodge 
was first formed in 1914 and 
though the membership first 
started in the western part of 
the state, the lodge's first 
home was in Boston and is 
now in Belmont. 

The Lodge is only nine 
years younger than the nation- 
al organization, which was 
first started in 1905. The 
national OSIA was originally 
called ‘L'Ordine Figli d'Italia 
in America, which means 
‘The Order of the Children of 
Italy in America, when trans- 
lated to English; it soon 
became the Order of the Sons 
of Italy in America. 

The group was formed in 
June 1905 in New York City's 
Little Italy section. According 
to Caira, it is the oldest and 
largest Italian-American orga- 
nization in the country, with 35 
Grand Lodges ahd about 80,000 
members nationwide. 

Caira stated, “It was quite 
historical to be a part (of the 
celebrations.” 

The Grand Lodge of 
Massachusetts oversees 86 
“filial” lodges in 
Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, Maine and 
Vermont. According to Caira, 
there are about 12,000 mem- 
bers in those states. 

“I would like us to see the 
membership increase,” Caira 
said. “I would like to see new 
lodges develop.” 

He is not claiming total 
credit for what he calls a cycli- 
cal rise in membership. 
However, Caira noted that new 
members are starting to come 
into the organization. 

Locally, there are also 
lodges in Burlington, 
Stoneham, Wakefield, 


Winchester and Woburn. 
According to Caira, these 
communities all have 
“vibrant, active lodges.” 

Caira describes OSIA as a 
“charitable, educational, 
cultural and fraternal organi- 
zation.” 

He notes that the two main 
‘Boals are charity fundraising 
and working toward social 
justice. One of the sub-groups 
in the Grand Lodge, as well as 
the national lodge is the 
Commission for Social 
Justice. That group is chaired 
by Wilmington resident and 
former Massachusetts State 
Police Colonel John DiFava. 

In keeping with the goals 
to fight social discrimination, 
Caira said the OSIA is open to 
everyone. A person does not 
have to be of Italian descent 
to be a member and as shown 
by his own family's activities 
in the organization, the 
phrase “Sons of Italy” does 
not pertain only to the male 
population. 

“We continue to see the 
social justice arm continue to 
fight discrimination for every- 
body, not just people of Italian 
heritage,” Caira said. 

He noted that both the 
Massachusetts organization 
and the national organization 
continue to work on educating 
Hollywood: to stop stereotyp- 
ing Italians with shows like 
the Sopranos and locally with 
dinner theater productions 
such as “Joey and Maria's 
Italian wedding.” 

Education is another goal 
of OSIA and toward this end; 
the Grand Lodge will be hold- 
ing a run/walk-a-thon around 
Wakefield's Lake 
Quannapowitt on October 16. 
This will raise finds for the 
Scholarship Trust the organi- 
zation manages. 

According to Caira, the 
Scholarship program has 
increased quite a bit since he 
has been president and now 
grants up to $200,000 annually 
to deserving students. 

In the way of charity work, 
OSIA, nationally and in 
Massachusetts, has two pri- 
mary charities that are the 
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beneficiaries of their fundrais- 
ing efforts - Cooley's Anemia 
Foundation and Alzheimer's 
Research. 

“We are the only organiza- 
tion of its kind associated with 
Alzheimer's,” Caira said. 

Nationally over $1 million 
has been raised in the past 
three years of the association. 
Because of this effort, OSIA 
has been... cited by “the 
Alzheimer's Foundation. 

Colley's Anemia is a blood 
disorder that hits close to 
home for many families of 
Italian descent. It mostly 
affects people of 
Mediterranean heritage. 

Before OSIA _ started 
fundraising for this cause in 
the early 1980's Italian and 
other Mediterranean children 
would need nightly blood 
transfusions if they were 
expected to live to the age of 
10. Now a pill has been devel- 
oped and a person afflicted 
with the disease can expect to 
live until they are 40 or 50 
years old. 

“With our fundraising 
efforts,” Caira said, “they are 
projecting a good shot at find- 
ing a cure within 10 years.” 

The Lodge also donates to 
the Don Orione Home in East 
Boston and aids law enforce- 
ment groups in their work, as 
well as honoring outstanding 
members of the field. 


The Wilmington Lodge has 
donated funds and needed 
equipment to the high school 
sports program and to other 
sports programs in tle com- 
munity, They have also helped 
in funding a new vehicle for 
the fire chief and a new 
pumper for the fire depart- 
ment. 

Caira said, “All fundraising 
is driven by the local lodges.” 

He noted that these groups 
hold events such as golf tour- 
naments, pasta nights, dances 
and others. 

“The filial lodges are really 
the key,” according to Caira. 

As a part of the education 
effort, the Grand Lodge is 
working with the Italian 
Consulate in Boston to develop 
education programs on the 
culture and history of Italy. 
These programs will be 
offered to local school districts 
that have Italian language 
courses.

ALS 
leads to muscle weakness and 
as it progresses, results in 
total paralysis and the inabil- 
ity to speak and swallow 
while the mind and senses 
remain intact. 

Last year's Walk of Hope 
raised over $170,000 with over 
1,000 walkers participating. In 
addition to the walk, the
